For more than a century, these 
colleges have formed the backbone of 
the Mack educa tonal system in 
Auicrlcti^offerlng a haven and In , 
for. thousands of men and women 
denied the opportunity for a degree at 
predominantly white schools. Their 
ranks Included famous institutions 
.like Tuskegee In . Alabama and 
JMprehouse In Atlanta, as well as 
•scores or schools whose names were 
3cnown only In the pews of the black 
•churches In the Deep South. 



Life has never been easy foFThese 
colleges, but in the last decade, as the 
civil rights movement opened the 
doors oFwnite schools to blacks, the 
private black colleges have faced a 
struggle of a different kind. 

Their best students were recruited 
away by hungry white administrators 
at Harvard or Berkeley or the Univer- 
sity of Texas. Enrollments stagnated 
or decreased. Money became scarce.

■coUeges-Ue-task-of~ educating stu- 
dents who needed remedial help." 

The federal- goverment, which 
helped pry open the doors at the white 
schools, became a new and difficult 
master to the black schools.

The cuts affect students across the 
country, Including several hundred at 
each of Idaho's other colleges.

But the likeli- 
hood Is that each student's grant will 
be cut $50. 

Studenta have to wait to learn their 
fate until Congress resumes after the 
July 4th holiday. 

Cash grants are awarded to lower 
and middle income undergraduate 
students and range from a maximum 
of $1,500 down to $200 .per year, " 
depending on a student's Income. 

"To facilitate the cut on an individ- 
ual student basis. Congress Is consid- 
ering two different methods, " Perkins 
gajdj ■ ■ .

The U.S. House and Senate each 
approved an across-the-board cut of 
$50 per student, although the.
